The Mail Service. 
Wasnineton, July 21.Oongress at its 
last session appropriated three hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars for special mail ser- 
vice on railroads during the current fiscal 
year, July lst, 1880, to June 30th, 1881. The 
post-office department recently perfected 
arrangements which were put in operation 
July 1st, securing additional fast mail ser- 
vice between New York and other large 
eastern cities, and Pittsburg, Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati, Indianapolis and St. Louis and 
intermediate points. It is the intention of 
the department to endeavor to perfect ar- 
rangements with the southern railroads 
with a view to extending the fast mail sys- 
tem from New York via Washington along 
the coast to Jacksonville, Florida, and from 
Washington via Lynchburg and Atlanta to 
New Orleans. These branches of fast sys- 
stem it is expected at the department wil! 
be put in operation within a month or two.

Jetsey City, July 21.—At five o'clock

| e foot of Sixteenth streetin this 
city caved in, carrying with it an immense 
quantity of earth. Twenty-one men were 
buried, Seven were soon after taken out 
alive’ and fourteen remained underneath. 
The water from the river flowed in rapidly, 
and the steam fire engines were set to work, 
if possible to save those who might still be 
alive from drowning. The workmen re- 
sided in the vicinity of the tunnel, and a 
very large and excited crowd of persons 
soon congregated. 

The night gang, 30 men including Assist 
ant Ceptain Woddard and two firemen, en- 
tered the .shaft at midnight, the hours of 
work for this gang being from 12 to 8 
o'clock. Thedepth of the shaft is 65 feet, 
and while most of the men were employed 
at the bottom of the shaft about one-third 
of the gang was engaged on the brick wall 
of the arch twenty-five feet higher. It was 
the latter squad, who were all brick-layers, 
that escaped except two. The main arch 
of the tunnel runs out from the shaft a dis-° 
tance of about thirty feet when it opens into 
two distinct arches that are to form the 
tunnel. Through some negligence of the 
men, it is supposed, the air lock was not 
properly adjusted. When the process of 
shifting commenced, the brick wall con- 
necting the two arches gave way, and the 
water rushed into the cave. The superin- 
tendent thinks the air in the tunnel] must 
have escaped through the shaft. He has 
put a gang of one hundred men at work to 
dig a new passage to the tunnel, but they 
will not be able to reach them in less than 
three days. 


The following is the official report of the 
Hudson River tunnel company, through its 
engineers, Messrs. Speilman and Brush, re- 
lating to the accident to the Hudson River 
tunnel, which occurred at the foot of 
Fifteenth street, tom 8 City, this morning: 
At about 4:30, while the men were chang- 
ing shifts, that portion of the iron roof ad- 
joining the shaft of connecting chambers 

tween the two tunnels and the sinking 
shaft fellin. Twenty-eight men were inthe 
tunnel at the time, of whom eight 
escaped through an® air lock and 
twenty Bh arse one oF give accident 
occurred connection o iron plates 
with the brick wall of the workin ers 
which, during the cha the shifts, was 
probably not watcbed by men as closely 
as it should have been, and compressed air 
was allowed to escape. This compressed 
air is relied upon to assi&8t in supporting the 
roof which was also sustained by a strong 
timber bracing, and the escape of theair has 
always been preventad by stopping any 
leaks with a waste pile. As the roof fella 
plate closed the door of the air lock into 
the tunnel, and the water rising rapidly 
er “yg the escape of twenty men, who were 

illed. 

The building of this connecting chamber, 
though a difficult piece of work, progressed 
until now; the roof was ail in position and 
securely bolted. The connection of the 
iron plates with the shaft was being made 
at the time of the accident. The work will 
be prosecuted night and day with all the 
men that can be advantageously employed 
until the bodies are recoyered. It will 
aopage take about three days. The acci- 
dent will probably delay the work for three 
weeks. 

The following statement was made by ore 
of the men who escaped: After eight men 
bad escaped, one man in trying to pass 
through the door leading from the air lock 
into the temporary chamber of the tunnel 
was jammed in the doorway, and despite 
the efforts of those ahead could not be 
brought out, as the door closed upon 
him and held him fast. Peter 
Woodland, assistant superintendent, 
told the men to try and get out, and when 
the ninth man was fastened in the door- 
way he called out to those who had es- 
caped, telling them to hurry and try to get 
assistance to heip the rest aod himself 
who were left behind. He refused to leave 
himself, saying he would stay and make 
every effort to get the rest out, and if it 
were not impossible that those who were es- 
caping, must try to get the rest and 
himself out alive if possible. Almost all 
of those kilied, as well as _ those 
saved resided in Jersey City. Themen who 
were rescued did not reach the surface a 
moment too soon, for the water rushed 
after them with amazing rapidity till it 
reached the level within five feet of the top 
of the shaft. The survivors. were so be- 
wildered that they seemed to iose all 

resence of mind, even if assistance could 

rendered to the poor fellows in the pif 
Nearly all the men employed in the 
tuonel lived in proximity to the works in 
Thirteenth. Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
streets, and their friends and relatives 
rushed to the place in the most excited 
frame of mind. 

The news of the disaster spread like wild- 


all points immense crowds thronged to the 
scene of the calamity. About the fatal ex- 
cavation the awestruck spectators stood. A 
cordon of police officers were stationed about 
the shed ani engine room to prevent any 
interference with the laborers at work to re- 
cover the bodies. Through the broken 
windows of the shaft house the faces of 
distracted wives, mothers and children 
were scen with anguish, and they sought in 
vain for forms that would never be seen 
agaio alive. | ; 

Thomas Van Nostrand, one of the men 
rescued in the waste lock, gaye the report- 
er a thrilling account of his 
narrow escape. He said ! 
were 28 men at workinthe tunnel. They 
went in at 12 o’clock last night for the 
eight hour shift. I was at work near the 
east end of the waste lock and in the west 
en? of the tunnel. It was at about 4:30 
o'clock that I heard the bolts snap and the 
“races give way; at the same time I felt the 
rush of the air in my face. I started back 
with seven of the men who were 
near me. We ran into the wagte lock. 
The air pressure crowded the door shut at 
the east end. At first it was blocked by 
a joist, which we pulled out, and the do 
slammed to. The lock has doors at both 
ends, and giass dead-eyesto admit light. 
Through the dead-eyes we could see the 
men inside thetunnei.

FOREIGN FLASHES. 


The Other Side of the Tarkish Ques- 
tion—The Bassutos in Rebellion. 
LONDON, July 21.—The Times in an editc- 

rial on the failure of the porte to make the 


concessions agreed upon to Greece and 
Montenegro, says: “Phis represents only 
one side of the matter. The Turks com- 
plain that their right to occupy the land 
and gea frontiersof East Roumania remains 
a dead letter. The promised distruction of 
Bu n fortresses ou the Danube has 
ast Roamelir aagsr vues of Bulgaria and 
tion of the despoiled Mussulmise Te iF ase 
ria and East Roumelia is still delayéa. 
the undisguised agitation set afootin Kast 
Roumelia for a union with Bulgaria in de- 
fiance of the treaty of Berlin is fostered by 
the Bulgarian government and people, and 
the soul of the propaganda is Colonel 
Tseretoleff, a former member of the East 
Roumelian commission, who is now the 
Russian consul-general at Philipopolis. 
Arms and munitions are imported through 
part of Bourgas. The Turks believe that 
when opportunity offers an attempt will be 
made by violence to set aside the 
treaty of Berlin and __ reconstitute 
the great Bulgarian treaty of San Stefano. 
The English government, whatever its 
political color, can have no sympathy with 
the intolerant denial of equal rights of 
Mahomedans, The Turks have interests 
that must be protected, as well as obliga- 
tions that must be discharged under the 
treaty of Berlin, and on our own govern- 
ment not less than others must recognize 
the necessity of insisting that every part of 
that treaty shall be carried out. 

“We have reason to believe that the Aus- 
trian ambassador at Constantinople has 
been instructed to inform the porte that 
Austria is determined that the decisions of 
the conference with respect to the Greek 
frontier and the stipulations of the treaty 
of Berlin with respect to Montenégro shall! 
be executed in their entirety. At the same 
time the ambassador will intimate that 
Austria considers it impossible that the pro- 
visions be falfilled on both sides, and that 
his government will urge upon those con- 
cerned the obligation of keeping the promises 
exacted for the security of Turkish inter- 
esis. In this policy Germany is in close 
accord with Austria. But then the accord 
tends to strengthen, and not to weaken, 
European concert. Austria and Germany 
are convinced th t the timehascome when 
to obviate the renewal of disturbances in 
the east, it becomes their duty as signa- 
tories of the treaty of Berlin to demand 
that all engagements of that instrument 
shall be carried out. The advantage of 
such a course is not inconsiderable. 


CHINA AND RUSSIA, 


Lospon, July. 21.—A Berlin dispatch to 
the St. James Gazette says: ‘According to 
reports from St, Petersburg the czar has de- 
clined to receive Marquis Tseng, the Chinese 
ambassador, declaring that in view of the 
Chinesé “rejection of the former treaty of 
St. Petersburg there is no longer room for 
a solution of the Kuldja difficulty.” 

In consequence of the intelligence re- 
centiy received from China hopes are enter- 
tained that war will be finally averted.

erable per centage of organic matter in « 
state of subdivision so minute that our 
finest microscopes are incapable of visualiz- 
ing it.” Even those who expremed the con- 
viction five days ago that Dr. Tanner was 
trying to deceive the public have now aban- 
doned that view, and are taking a real in 
terest in the case. It may be added that 
the ‘surveillance is more vigilant than‘ it 
was at the beginning, and that there is nov 
no opportunity to deceive, even if the fast- 
ing man were inclined to attempt it.

Be it ordained by the Mayor and 
General Council of the city of Atlanta, Thatupon 
the passage of this ordinance it shall be the duty 
of the Committee on Streets to purchase two 
mules and carts, which carts shall at once be put 
on duty similar to that in which the night toil 
carts are now engaged.

The Opinion of Acting Secretary of 
the Treasury French.

the fraudulent coloration of sugars has }* 


been practiced a long time and has’ been 
lovg known to the coer reer best nine 
al counties of E 
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or it may be shown by chemical analysis 
which shall disclose the coloring ingredi- 
ents. The saccharine strength may be 
shown expert skill either by taste or smeli 
or sight, or by polariscope, or by chemical 
analysis. The only ground of protest that 
sugar is classified above its true color to the 
injury of the importer, or whether the ex- 
aminer ascertains the true color by polari- 
scope, by avalysis, by sight or smell or 
taste or by guess without any examina- 
tion is of no consequence to the im- 
porter provided the eugar is rightly, 
classifi if it be not rightly classified, he 
has a right to complain and have the error 
corrected, however scientific or careful the 
examination may have been. If now that 
fraudulent coloration is clearly known and 
importers persist in attempting to pass 
fraudulent sugars below their true grade, 
the department will not be satisfied with 
merely collecting duties, but will seize 
sugars for forfeiture. _
